One man is fatally frozen and many are 
severely frogen as a result of exposure 
Wednesday morning to the coldest weather 
of the winter. 

Many who would otherwise have been ex- 
posed to the extreme cold were sheltered 
by the police. At the different stations 
344 men and 16 women spent the night. 

According to the official thermometer 
at the weather bureau, the lowest tem- 
perature was 6 degrees below zero at 6 
o'clock Wednesday morning, but unoff- 
clal thermometers in different parts of the 
city and suburbs registered! & 9 anu 19 be- 
low. 

The lowest preceding official record for 
this winter was 3 below. 

Greatest suffering resulted from the bit- 
ter wind, which penetrated the thickest 
clothing and was at paces so strong that 
it was difficult for one facing it to breathe. 

Pedestrians and teamsters were the worst 
sufferers and there were more than the 
usual number of accidents resulting from 
the cold and slippery condit 
streets. 

Persons who were injured 
siderably in most cases fro 
fore being taken where ther \ 

The cold wave set in very"arly Tuesday 
morning, but the temperature did not be- 
gin to fall rapidly until after noon. In the 
2% hours from midnight to midnight the 
fall was 31 degrees, from 29 above to 2 be- 
low zero. 

Although the severe cold was not accom- 
panied by enough snow to embarrass trans- 
portation and street cars and trains were 
not bothered by ace, nearly all incoming 
trains were late Wednesday morning. This 
was due, for the most part, to impairment 
of speed efficiency which low temperature 
works on locomotives. 

Some of the trains had, however, come 
through regions where the cold wave had

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DEATH THE PENALTY 


Massachusetts Jury Convicts Pol- 
soner Charged With Murder 
of Mabel Page. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan, %.—Guilty of 
murder in the first degree was the verdict 
returned last night against Charles L. 
Tucker of Auburndale, who has been on 
trial since Jan. 1 for stabbing Mabel Page 
to death in her father’s home at Weston 
March &. Death in the electric chair in 
the state prison in Charlestown is the pen- 
alty. 

The announcement of the jury's finding 
was made at 10:10 o'clock. Tucker col- 
lapsed when the foreman read the verdict, 
and was led from the courtroom across the 
street to the jail almost fainting. On be- 
ing locked in his cell he revived somewhat 
under stimulants administered by a physi- 
clan. 

Mrs. Albert J. Tucker, the prisoner's 
mother, was spared the anguish of listen- 
ing to her son's fate from the lips of Fore- 
man Knight. . At the suggestion of one 
of the counselors for the defense she left 
the courtroom before the jury returned. 
On learning the news she was over- 
whelmed. 

The counsel for the defense is allowed 30 
days in which to file their exceptions, and 


sentence will] not be pronounced until ac- 
tion upon these exceptions has been taken 


by the court. 
Before the case was given to the jury 


today Tucker availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity to address the jurors and declared 
his innocence, saying he was at home when 


Miss Page met her death. 

The |Page murder attracted wide atten- 
tion because of the mystifying ctrcoum- 
stances surrounding the case. 

Miss Page was at first reported to have 
killed herself, but the nature of the wounds 
failed to bear out this theory. Tucker was 
seen near the Page home about the tlimv 
of Miss Page’s death. and was arrested 
and examined. He explained his move- 
ments and was discharged, only to be re- 
arrested and formally charged .with the 
murder.

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CREW IN MID-OCEAN 


British Ship Lonsdale Puts Into 
Los Angeles and Tells Story of 
Remarkable Rescue. 


THREE BOATS PICKED UP 


Contain Crew of the British Collicr 
“Fivion” Which Had Burned 
at Sea.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 3.—Capt. F. 
150 


K. Fall of the British shiv Lonsdale, 
days out from Newcastle-on-the-Tyne, 
which has dropped anchor at Port Los 
Angeles, tells a story of picking up & 
castaways at sea who had been drifting 
about near Cape Horn for over a week. 

The condition of the men was pitiful. 
The thin, emaciated sailors wept with joy 
when rescued, and severul were in a fren- 
zied condition for days. They had aban- 
'duned the British collier Eivion, which had 
burned at sea. 

The Lonsdale had rounded the Horn when 
late in the day a emal)] boat was sighted. 
A white rag tied to the end of an oar 
was being waved frantically in the alr, 
and, as the boat drew near, the faint calls 
of the starving men were heard. 

The boat contained eight men and had 
been drifting about for six days. Before 
leaving the burning craft they had stucked 
up with provisions and water, but these 
were fast disappearing ind the condition 
that crazes the strongest of men was con- 
fronting these sallors in their frail craft. 

The men had all suffered severely with 
the cold and several required the most 
violent treatment to be revived. They re- 
ported that the remainder of the crew was 
drifting about if they had not gone down. 

Capt. Fall decided not to leave the re- 
gion until all hope of rescuing the others 
had passed. The Lonsdale cruised first to 


the south, then to the west and east. It 
went across and in a circle and on the 
second day sighted another sect.on of the 
crew in even a worse condition than the 
firet. 
These men were brought aboard and 
ven the best of treatment for such cases, 
‘he captain's gig was still mimssing and a 
nd search in the watery wilderness be- 

gun Two days later, when it was about 
ecided to proceed northward, the gig was 
picked up and by a remarkable chance of 
good fortune the whoe crew was safe 
after having undergone the most tryin 
experiences. All but three of the crew le 
the vessel at Valparaiso.

LAKES IN THE PARKS. 

As stated in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, the plans for the 
restoration of Forest Park, outlined by landscape engineer 
Kessler, include a chain of lakes. And it will be gratifying to 
citizens generally to Jearn that the Post-Dispatch Lake, restored 
| to nearly its former size, will be one of the chain, 
| Engineer Kessler’s plan may be modified, in whole or in part, 
| but its chief feature—plenty of water surface, for boating, skat- 
ing and other aquatic sports—should be retained. The restora- 
tion of the Post-Dispatch Lake is of especial importance in 
carrying out the general scheme. This lake was constructed by 
popular effort, from a fund of nearly $40,000, subscribed by 
Post-Dispatch readers to provide work for destitue men during 
the severe winter of 1894. The fund thus raised kept in comfort 
during the winter 20,000 persons who would otherwise have suf- 
fered severely from cold and starvation. The lake should ve re- 
tained for all time, as a free gift from the peopie and a memorial 
of their beneficent action. 

Chicago ‘has been lavish in providing lakes, swimming ard 
wading pools in her parks, although many of her citizens have 
access to the bathing beaches of Lake Michigan. St. Louis 
needs more park lakes and pools of this character, She is far 
behind many other cities in this important branch of park serv- 
ice. The restoration of Forest Park will afford an opportunity 
to remedy the defect as far as that park is concerned.

Then came a letter from Fitz 
simmons, who wanted Gotch to go on the 
road with him, and to teach Gotch how |t 
box. But Gotch says he will seek the (tu 
torship of crafty Tommy Ryan or the (a- 
mous “Kid McCoy for this purpose. Gotch 
has no lack of money, and says he wil! 
pick the men he wants to teach and train 
him and pay them for their services. 

In bulld and size Gotch is really a won 
Gerful man. Wien compared to Jeffries 
there is liftie difference in many respects 
Gotch has been a professional athiete for 
over eight years. Hidden away in the West 
he did not command attention until Tom 
Jenkins, then champion, went out to a lit- 
tie town in Iowa to wrestie a ‘‘armer.” 
That ‘‘farmer”’ 
Jenkins was supposed to have an easy 
proposition. But when the match was ove! 
Jenkins was no longer champion. Jenkins 
admitted himself afterward that Gotch was 
the most wonderful fellow he ever met 
Gotch soon came into national prominence 
after defeating Jenkins. He came East and 
he has swept everything before him until 
now he stands foremost among wrestlers

In telling my plans permit me first to 
gay that I do not expect to has-ily run 
through the whole heavyweight dv sion, 
fight Jim Joffries and then run off with 
the chumpionsh!p crown. I'll just tell you 
what I propose to do, and the reason why. 
When I have finished I thnk you will 
agree with me. in some respects at least. 
In other words, I'm going to tell you how 
I hore to battle with James J. Jeffries for 
the title. 

First, I want it thoroughly understood 
that I am absodilutely sincere in every- 
thing I say.
